Besides Gen. Curtis 
reports Federal successes in that region. Pos- 
. sibly it is the policy of the Confederates to 
I'l retreat south in winter and advance north iu 
summer. Coost operations are attended to by 
• Federal llects, but they do not soera to amount 
to much. They merely chafo the outer siir- 
' face of the Cottouocracy, Look as- wo mar, 
r . :.vwe cannot see the slightest indications of the 
X'o^iod. A Richmond paper of September 27th, 
forms, wo think, a correct opinion as to the final 
upshot of the war. It holds that nothing but ex- 
«<MJ- liaustion of one n'lJa or the other will end it. 
It denies that the abolitionists rule the North ; 
but owns that it is the conservative classes
